THE FIKST VOLUNTEER OF THE 


WAR.—The first volunteer of the civil 
war is General E. C. Williams, of Chap- 
man, Union township, Snyder county, 
Pa. His claims cannot be doubted, as 
the records prove him to be the first. 
He is also a hero of the Mexican war and 
helped suppress the Philadelpliia riots of 
1844. When the call for troops for the 
late war was made Governor Curtin 
ordered Williams to raise a force for the 
service, and in a short time had Camp 
Curtin fully officered and men for duty 
responded rapidly. His date of enlist- 
ment shows that he was the first volun- 
teer of the war. The General's record 
is "first volunteer mustered in the Unit- 
ed States service in the late war on the 
15th day of AprU, 1861, in the executive 
chamber at Harrisburg, Pa., between 
the hours of 9 and 10 o'clock, a. m., by 
Captain S. G. Simmons, United States 
of America, in the presence of Governor 
Curtin and all the heads of depart- 
ments." He was mustered over two 
days before the Logan Guards <,r any of 
the first five companies. He is Post- 
master at Chapman, and has held the 
office for twenty years.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18, 1892. 


Editor of Compiler: "President-elect 


Cleveland will not call an extra session 
of Congress, unless tlie Republican Sen- 
ate shall at thB coming session by hang- 
ing up or defeating some necessary ap- 
propriation or measure compel him to do 
so." 
The speaker of tlie above is a 


Democrat who took a prominent part in 
the campaign, and who lias just return- 
ed from New York, where he had a 
number of conferences with the Presi- 
dent-elect. He is opposed to an extra 
session of Congress, believing tliat it 
would be bad business as well as bad 
politics, as indeed do many other Demo- 
crats who were at first inclined to think 
it good policy to hold an extra session 
for tariff legislation. Unless the promi- 
nent Republicans who have turned up 
in Washington since the election are 
mistaken, an attempt is to be made in the 
Senate to make an extra session neces- 
sary by leaving undone things that 
ought to be done. This is not to be 
done openly, hut by parliamentary chi- 
canery, at which the Republican Sena- 
tors are adepts. 


Senator Carlisle, who is regarded by 


many as the next Secretary of State, 
thinks Mr. Cleveland's little speech at 
tbe banquet of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce will have a happy effect 
in counteracting the causeless business 
scare which the Republicans are trying 
so hard to extend over the country. 
The sensible men of the country know 
full well that the prosperity of this coun- 
try is in no danger at the hands of the 
Democratic party, but if they had been 
ever so uneasy these words from Democ- 
racy's chosen leader and President-elect 
would be sufficient to reassure them: 
"We are all interested as Americans in a 
common pursuit. Our purpose is, or 
ought to be, in our several spheres, to 
add to the general fund of national 
prosperity.

can people. My love of country, my at- 
tachment to the principles of true Dem- 
ocracy, my appreciation of the obliga- 
tion I have entered into with the best 
and most confiding people in the world 
and a consciousness of my own weak- 
ness and imperfections, all conspire to 
(ill my mind with sober and oppressing 
reflections. 


When I consider all we have to do 


as a party charged with the control of 
the government I feel that our cam- 
paign, instead of being concluded, is but 
just begun. 
What shall our perfor- 


mance be of the contract we have made 
with our countrymen, and how well 
shall we justify the trust they have re- 
posed in us ? If we see nothing in our 
victory but a license to revel in partisan 
spoils we shall fail at every point. If 
we merely profess to enter upon our 
work, and if we make apparent endeav- 
or to do it as a cover for seeking parti- 
san advantage, we shall invite contempt 
and disgrace. 


"If we attempt to discharge our duty 


to the people without complete party 
harmony in patriotic action we shall 
demonstrate our incompetency. I thank 
God that far above all doubts and mis- 
givings and away beyond all difficulties 
re may constantly see the lights of hope 
and safety. 
The light we see is the 


illumination from the principles of true, 
honest and pure Democracy—showing 
the way in all times of danger and lead- 
ing us to the fulfillment of political duty 
and the redemption of all our pledges. 
This light is kindled in the love of jus- 
tice and in devotion to the people's rights. 
It is bright in a constant patriotism and 
in a nation's promise. 
Let us not be 


misled to our undoing by other lights of 
false Democracy, which may be kindled 
in broken faith, and which, shining in 
hypocrisy, will, if followed, lure us to 
the rocks of failure and disgrace. 
If 


we see stearn labor ahead of us, and if 
difficulties loom up on our horizon, let 
us remember that in the thickest weath- 
er the mariner watches most anxiously 
for his true light. 


"Who in our party charged with any 


responsibility to the people has no't 
pledged his devotion to the principles of 
true Democracy, and who among us has 
made pledges with intent to deceived I 
have faith in the manliness and truth- 
fulness of the Democratic party. 


"My belief in our principles and my 


faith in our party constitutes my trust 
that we shall answer the expectations of 
our countrymen and shall raise high 
aloft the standard of true Democracy, to 
fix the gaze for many years to come of a 
prosperous, a happy and a contented 
people."

Adams County Teachers' Institute held in 
the Conrl-honae at Gettysburg was convened 
and called to order by County Superintend- 
ent J. W. Thoman, yesterday afternoon. 


Short devotional exercises were conducted 


by Kev. T. J. Barkley, who read a portion 
of the 91st Psalm and offered an eloquent 
and fervent prayer in behalf of the educa- 
tional work of the State and for the snccess 
of the Teachers' Institute just assembled. 


After the devotional exercises Prof. C. E. 


Leslie, the musical instructor for the week, 
was introdnced. He made a few brief re- 
marks in which he stated what he wished to 
accomplish during the week. He gave in 
«ry glowing words the value and import- 
ance of mnsic, and the great necessity of its 
.being universally taught in the common 
schools. 
He reseated the teachers with 


reference to musical harmony and requested 
that they occupy the same seals during the 
Institute. He also took up the elements or 
fundamental principles ol music and very 
clearly defined and classified them.

- Farm Holes. 


Gain the confidence of youi horse and 


you Trill usually be safe in any emergency. 
You can only do this by self control. 
The man who cannot control himself 
can never control his horse. 


Don't keep the mangers full of hay. 


It is relished best when put in fresh. It' 
your straw is gone haul leaves or saw- 
dust for bedding. 


Put the bridle or the colt occasionally, 


and let him stand i few hours each day. 
It will make him pleasant to handle. If 
his mouth gets sore swab it with a solu- 
tion of borax frequently. 


The animals that require the least 


amount of grain during growth in pro- 
portion to their value are hcrses, cattle 
and steep. 


An uneasy animal does not grow well 


nor lay on fat. 


Corn is the foundation food for meat 


and the dairy. 


The first essential f,fter milking is to 


cool the milk. This should be done im- 
mediately and as quickly as possible. 


Make the change from green to dry 


food slowly, so that the cow will hardly 
feel the transition. Sudden and radical 
revolutions in diet are always to be 
deprecated. 


The number that can fatten sheep well 


is less than those that care for them in 
general. Good feeders consider that it 
requires more skill to fatten sheep than 
hogs. 


It is the regular feeding and keeping 


in a good condition all the year round 
that counts the most, not the spasmodic 
feeding every few weeks. 


Light hogs prepared for early market 


often bring far more profit than if kept 
until later when prices are low because 
of the rush of fresh pork. 


Whole wheat is better for fowls than 


corn. It does not make them so fat, and 
considering the number of eggs that can 
be secured by using it, is altogether a 
more economical food. 


All hens that cannot be depended on 


as winter layers, or which are not need- 
ed as brooders, should be fattened and 
sold before cold weather. They will 
make way with grain rapidly after the 
green food is gone, and will return no 
profit. 


Put some of the surplus manure on 


the meadows, hauling it out and spread- 
lag evenly through the fall and winter. 
Grass will run out rapidly if not fed. 
It pays just as well to fertilize it as it 
does to fertilize grain. Some men ne- 
glect this and then wonder that they get 
such poor crops, and conclude there is no 
profit in grass. 


Poor weeds and useless fencing add 


considerably to the farmer's expenses. 
Help to improve the one and to lessen 
the other as much as possible.

Barrel Clothes-Hamper. 


A very satisf octory receptacle for soiled 


clothes can be made by covering a barrel 
with what used to be called furniture 
calico, but is now sold under Hie name 
of comfortable print. 


The barrels that pulverized sugar comes 


in are of good size for this purpose. 


Carefully break off all nails that pro- 


ject, both on the inside and the outside. 
Line the inside of the barrel with smooth 
brown paper, or remnants of -wall-paper 
can be used, using flour paste to fasten 
the paper in. Measure four pieces of 
print the depth of the barrel, allowing 
four inches extra for the frill at the top. 
Join the pieces and run a strong thread 
around the lower edge to draw it on; 
fold over two inches at the top and gath- 
er like the bottom. Draw this cover 
over the barrel, even the fullness, and 
secure it in place with small tacks. 
Place a two-inch band of silesia around 
the top and bottom to hide the tacks. 


Cover the lid of the barrel inside and 


out with the print. Make a knob in the 
center of this lid by putting a screw- 
thorough the hole in a medium sized 
spool and screwing it firmly in place. 
Cover the spool with silesia like the bands 
on the hamper. 


This makes a neat and handy place to 


keep soiled articles, and 
each week, 


when they are removed, the hamper 
should be given a few hours' exposure to 
the sun and sdr.—Margant Itytle,; in 
Country Gentleman.

Keeping Apples. 


To preserve the freshness in apples ami 


to prevent decay keep them uniformly 
cool—not more than two or three degrees 
above freezing. To effect this require- 
ment various means are resorted to. 
One method strongly recommended and 
possessing much merit when it can be 
adopted, is to imbed them in perfectly 
dry sand by first covering the bottom of. 
the barrel holding them with about two 
inches of the dry sand; on this carefully 
plaea a layer of apples; then alternately 
with sand and apples till within an inch 
or ';wo of the top, and then finish with 
the sand. Probably baked or kiln dried 
sawdust would do nearly as well if of 
some wood Uke the susar maple, which 
has no offensive odor. Pine sawdust 
spoils the flavor of the fruit.. Sand, how- 
ever, will fill better in the interstices of 
the apples. Country Gentleman, which 
is authority for the foregoing, says: 


"We Snd no difficulty in keeping win- 


ter apples well into July, but none but 
good, well ripened, sound apples should 
be selected.'"

CHAN.—There is no necessity for so 
ranch scraping and hard work as is often 
bestowed on the poultry house. The 
easiest way is to thoroughly clean the 
house; then keep it clean with a broom. 
This is done by si inkling the floor an 
inch deep with dry earth ; or chaff, plas- 
ter or sifted coal ashes may be used. 
The dry earth absorbs all moisture, pre- 
vents the droppings from adhering to 
the floor, renders the interior of the 
house more comfortable for the hens, is 
obnoxious to lice and enables the work 
of cleaning to be done in a few minutes.
